Mrs. Robinson’s classes are the 
first to experiment with the new 
laundering facilities offered at 
Saginaw High. The laundering 
section is divided into the follow- 
ing divisions: washing, ironing, 
mending, special washing such ag 
lingerie and delicate fabrics, 
removing stains, and special 
pressing.

This section lasts for five 
weeks; and the girls are taught the 
correct methods of sewing on 
buttons, hooks, eyes, snaps, etc.
